"When the authorities move out 
of Japan, then shall we kno\y 
whethéÉ|^not the . occupational 
poilcy^^^s^cen successfùi," "said 
professor F. W. Wntklns iS an ad 
dress before the. International Re- 
lations Club yesterday. ■ 

He pointed out, that the pùrpose 
of the occupational government was 
to aid In the development of a 
democratic government and to 
create and aid conditions favour- 
able to the growth of democracy. 
However, the results of this pro 
gram will only show when 'the 
occupational authority is rcmovi?d, 
and the Japanese people follow 
their own. inclinations. , 

He traced the development of 
democratic government in Japan, 
comparing It wjUty^de^eJo^meiit 
of democracy <ir!nnc!UnHe^drsta^^^^ 
and listed the economic and social 
changes made by the occupation 
government. - 

Among these changes are the lib- 
eration of the tenant farmers from 
ihe landlord groups, and the break- 
ing ^up of Industrial' monopolies. 
.'Ihe^t.mqs^radlcar changes, have 
Seen 'rna'Se lî^lire political struc- 
ture of the country. Women have 
been given the right to vote; the 
emperor has been reiegated:'{fr.om 
Ihe.status of a god to that' of a con- 
jtitutional monarch, and the educa- 
tional'systcm has beenircbuilt in a 
.T.ore democratic manner.-^''' 

Profcs'sor Watkins said that this 
was not a bad basis for the Japan- 
ese to build a democratic system 
r>n, and the Americans did only 
what could be done, and did as 
good a job as could be expected 
under prevailing conditions.

opinion. I'ei'.haps tlie moft recent was the 
'McGill Fortnigiilly Review' which- appeared 
in the. 102O's but had n somewhat iriegular 
|cHcia^iôfv j)iiblication as 'The Marilet' 
-'hich' preceded it. A great deal of creative 
riting by McGill faculty members rtnd other 
butsldc contributors found; n}i outlet for pub- 
lication in these' mitgaiitjcs- and in this field 
alone they were of great value. 

These ' being the days of the "Mas^ey 
Copimission" with its resultant impetus to 
things cultuin! in eveiy field, perhaps now is 
the time, to consider once more the establish- 
ment nf n tmivcrsity review or Quarterly 
^IcGill's reputation is growing year, by ' year 
as is its physicel* assets and facilities. It 
would not be out of this trend we think to 
broaden our influence on Canadian society 
and cultural life a little further with such a

interest the Graduates Society and certainly 
the financial aspect of it is perhaps -the big- 
gest single (ieterrcnt. The factor of prestige to 
the University and the benefit to metiibers of 
the staff in permitting thorn a more nccc.'sihlc 
means of expression for their ideas should be 
the obviou.s advnnlnges to warrant considera- 
tion by the Graduates.

All About* A Far East Policy 




Before dealing with Mr. Wilson's'criticisms 
of the T.R.C. policy in detail, it might be ad- 
visable to preface n few general remarks. 

In dealing with the Orient there are two or 
three outslnntling charactrristics wc need to 
keep clearly in minrl. There are, roughly 
speaking a billion orientals as opposed to 200 
million of us. In Korea we learned they may 
not be discoiinted on a 10 or 5 for 1 basis. 
'Rathci*, on a military plane wc have found 
them resourceful, formidable and determined 
fighters, man for man. Even then, we have 
enjoyed n prrpondcrnncc of weapons. 
^Xc sliould realize that the orientals dislike 
lélwhite man and want us enl.irely without 
eir affaitt|£lj;|i8 less important whether the 
goverhméSu^^good or bad as long as the 
SWhite is out. in'dccd no matter hon^good the 
^government we choose to support' it- will lack 
popular appeal'simply in consequence of our 
association. 

It is tinforttinatc that in our institutions wc 
have not educatpd people of the sod rather 
than the elite. Itjs here that the Communists 
have found great advantage — for those, ele- 
ments that represent the national aspiratiohs 
of the peoples arc of Russian schooling and 
sympathy rather than western. Alas! we have 
as is so characteristic of our culture, been 
more intent upon immedinfe ends and methods 
of financial significance than deeper and more 
fundamental programs that on the outset may 
be incapable'qfi^anpaccuratc material evalua- 
tion. Therefprej-^ln short, it is the Communists 
rather than^mirs'clves who represent the na- 
tionalistic spirit bf:;^AHaj:|j^nforlunately to 
continue pressing our-'infl{iërice''i8 only to' fur- 
ther strengthen, and glorify the Communists. 
If our positions were reversed, and we en- 



joyed a billion denizens and they 200 million, 
much could ho said for interference, but as it 
is otherwise any policy attempting such ends 
can hardly be. termed practical. ' 

As for Mr. .Wilson's rciuniks, they were 
more mature and enlightened then might have 
been expected. He makes a good point in ques- 
tioning the practicability of tr>'ing to move 
U.X. forces into Kashmir. But his criticism 
of a plebiscite in Formosa and withdrawal of 
the 7th. Fleet is pos.sibly witlio\it sufficient 
thniighi. Should a plebiscite in Formosa result 
in independent statehood, it is very hard to 
believe the Cominunists would attack. If they 
did so they would violate exactly 'those fnn- 
damenlal principles thoy have harped in the 
East this half decade, and . rally to our cause 
such \yavering nations as India, Burma, and 
Indonesia. Far wiser than this, the likely pol- 
icy would be growing a native Communist 
party in the new state. .\t the present, unfor- 
. innately Ciiina can make a very gnnd case 
for attack on Formosa, which receives much 
siif)port in the East and at least listening at- 
tention in Europe. • *. ^ : 

Mr. Wilson's dated remarks concerning 
self-government in Malaya must have been 
made in haste. We were interested when two 
weeks after having drawn up this portion of 
the resolution, the new Governor was dis- 
patched withl'instrticlions to pieparc Malaya 
for self-government. Indeed, they' almost sug- 
gested a sneak preview of the resolution. 
• Concerning indo-China, stiff iciept has been 
said earlier to cover remarks made in this ron- 
ncctinn. On the whole we should like to thank 
Mr. Wilson for such remarks as he mustered 
to the occasion.

Results of a survey on dicatinu 
during examination.^ at Tcmpis

per cent admitted cheating. 

The test group was selected nt 
random from 4,315, studnts, none

;;ioup admitted deliberate 'cheat- 
ing by using "ponies", or other 
triiislatlons brought into examin- 
ation rooms or, by seeking help 
from hcar-by students during tests. 

Seventy-one per cent — 335 stu- 
dents from the test group — admit- 
ted tticy had obtained examinatioii 
questions In advance at one time 
or another. 

The surveys, a student-faculty
